Trie treaty, as yet unratified, is fraught with significance for the 
United States, Panana, the American Continent, and the world. For the 
United States, it is in one sense merely an extension of the 1903 agree- 
ment giving them control of the Canal Zone. On tne other hand, Article 
II of this new Treaty amounts to little less than annexation of Panama. 

n this connection it should be considered together with the State 

partment's policy in Mexico, Nicaragua, and other republics where 
American citizens have financial interests. 

: Panama loses her political independence. She also violates Article 
21 of the Covenant of the League of Nations, by which she pledged her- 
self to make no treaties contrary to the Covenant. For if, wherever 

the States declare war, Panama becomes ipso facto belligerent, she 
breaks all the Covenant pledges to refer to arbitration and fulfil a six 
months delay before declaring war. It is doubtful woether Panama can 
reconcile the treety with membership of the League. 

; The American re~ublics see the wasp-waist of their continent in the 
military power of the United Stetes. This is a situation which they are 
bound to regard with dismay, as giving the States an enormous advantage 
in .ny possible war. Moreover it is a practical example of the modern 
State Department reading of the i‘onroe doctrine, namely that the States 
have a right to interfere in the domestic affairs of any American repub- 
tic, and that no other state may protest. [It umay be noted thet the 
oe taut oe ee by League Covenant, but it is not define?

From the point of view of international relations in the world 
large, the treaty is retrograde. It is a violation of the pPirnt P 
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principles regarding the "freedom of the seas". That freedom is held 
to include neutrality of the narrow ocean ways in peace and war. The 


Panama Treaty, indeed, can only be fairly compared with the Agreement | 
of 1888, by which the Concert of Europe guaranteed the neutrality of f 
the Suez Canal - an agreement under which the Canal was kept open ; 
throughout the War. The immlication of the Panama Treaty is that no

2. The Monroe poctrine. 





; In 1823, as a result of the fears that the projects of tne Holy 
Alliance had aroused with regard to the South American republics, Presi- 
dent Monroe sent his famous message to Congress. In this he declared 
that the American continents were "henceforth not to be considered as 
subjects for future colonization by any European Powers", and taat the 
internosition by any European Porer for the purpose of controlling the 
destiny of any of the South American republics whose independence had 
been recognized by the United States would be regarded as a manifestation 
of an unfriendly disnosition towards the United States. 

Until t»e middle of the nineteenth century no occasion arose for 
the application of the doctrine of Hispnanic-America, but tilereafter 
various interpretations and applications were made of "that elastic ; 
doctrine". A significant case that involve’? an application of the 
Monroe Doctrine resulted from the policy of England, Spain and France 
towards Mexicoat the time of the Civil War in the United States. In 
1861 England, France and Snain signed a convention by which they agreed 


to disnatch a joint expedition to seiz | A 
coast in order to enforce the payment of pocuntary cieime” the ilexican 


Convention stinulated that the contracting parties would not seek to 
acquire any territory or special advantage nor would they interfere in i 
the internal affairs of the Government of Mexico. After capturing Vera 4 
Cruz the English and Snanish comranders adjusted treir respective claims i 
and withdrew. France decli:ied to make a similar settlement and pro- 

ceeded to establish, in 1865, a monarchy in Mexico under the Archduke 
Vaximilian of Austria. In 1864 tlie Fouse of Renresentatives had 

adopted a resolution that it couvlc ret recognize a monarchical govern- 
ment set um in America under tie auspices of a European Po'ver and it 
consistently refused to recognize the Emperor Maximillian. The United | 
States Government continued to state its objections to the presence of | 
French troops in Mexico and this vressure reinforced probably by the : 
need of his troons in Eurore induced Napoleon III to withdraw his 
soldiers, leaving the Emperor Maximillian to the mercy of the Republican 
soldiers supporting President Juarez. During its negotiations with 
France the United States Government nad not actually evoked the ionroe 
Doctrine by name but the logic of the situation sugvested that it lay 
behind the policy of the Government ani the whole incident of the French 
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fntérventicn in Mexico precinritatei a discussion concerning the Monroe 
Zoctrine in certain Eisnanic-Amnerican countries notably Chile. 
In 1896 a boundary dispute between Great britain and Venezuela, 
which had endured for over half a century, came to a head and at the end 
of that year President Cleveland sent a message to Congress stating that 
the Britis’ claims involved an infringement of the Monroe doctrine. The 
dispute was ultimately settled by arbitration but in consequence of the 
conduct of the Unitei States Government in the affair the Mexican Presi- 
aent declared that Mexico could not do less than shew herself the parti- 
gan of a doctrine that had condemned as "contrary to the established 
order any attack of monarchical Europe against the renublics of America? 
The nolicy of the United States was further officially approved by Vene- 
zuela and Brazil, and the press of the South American Republics were loud 
in their praise of the line that President Cleveland had taken. 

In 1$0l1 an important precedent was established in the Platt 
Amendment defining the future relations of the United States and Cuba. 
his ameniment stated that Cuba should not incur excessive debts and 
that the United States should have the right to intervene to preserve 
€uban independence and to maintain a "Government adequate for the pro- 
tection of life, property and individual liberty". In 1906 after a 
revolt in the island, the United States Government intervened and rem- 
ained there for some two years after which the Government was agaiu en-. 
trusted to Cuban officials and tne army of occupation withdraw. 
; The United States acted as mediator in a dispute between Veu.ie- 
zuela and ten foreign nations in which the latter claimed for the 
payment of the debts due to their citizens. Puerto Cabelio was bom- 
barded by English and German frigates in December 1902 and a status of 
belligerency was established between Gerimany and Venezuela and Great 
Britain and Venezuela with the announcement of a formal blockade by 
England and Germany. In connection with this dispute President Roos- 
yelt in his annual message of 1901 stated that the coercion of an 
Hispanic-American state was not contrary to the Vionroe doctrine provided 
that "such punishment did not take the form of the acquisition of terri- 
tory by any non-American power". A year later he declared that each 
state should maintain order within its own borders and discharge its 
just obligations to foreigners. These statements provoked the enun- 
ciation of the Drago Doctrine, the South American corollary of the 
Monroe Doctrine, of which the cardinal principle was that the public debt 
of an Hispvanic-American nation could not be made the occasion of armed 
intervention nor even of the actual occupation of the territory of 
American Nations by a European Power. The resnonseof the United States 
was that the Government "neither assented nor dissented from the pro- 
positions” but referrei to President Roosvelt's messages of 1901 and 
1902. In 1903, however, the President stated that he hoved that all 
foreign states would take the same view as the United States and refuse 
to enforce contractual obligations on behalf of their citizens by an 
anneal to arms. At the second Hague convention of 1907 an American 
pronosal to this effect was recorded. 

In 1904 President Roosvelt stated that the adherence of the United 
States to the Monroe Doctrine might force the United States to the 
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exercise of an international police vower. The application of this corol- 
lary was first made when a convention was signed with the Dominican Rep- 
ublic in 1907 providing for the "assistance of the United States of 
America in the collection and application of the Customs Revenue of the 
Dominican Revublic". The article of a treaty proposed in 1905 which ; 
authorized the United States to furnish the republic with such further 
assistance as night be necessary, interpreted to mean a virtual protect- 
ton, was not included in the later treaty. Some time afterwards mili- 
tary occupatiow of the Dominican Republic by the United States forces 
deprived it of political autonomy. The Monroe Doctrine when thus inter- 
preted to justify intervention became a source of considerable alarm to 
statesmen of Hispanic-America. 

In 1907, after a war between Nicaragua and Salvador had been ended 
by the good of:ices of the United States and Mexico, a convention was 
signed by the belligerents stating that pending the adontion of a general 
arbitration treaty by the Central American States differences between ‘ 
them should be settled by the arbitration of the presidents of Liexico 
And the United States. From this it would apnear that Nicaragua sanc- 
tioned the ~rinciple that it was the function of the United States to 
preserve peace in Central America. 

In December 1907 a Conference was held at Washington of the rep- 
resentatives of the republics of Central America, the United States and 
Mexico. Several conventions were made concerning peace and amity, and 
provision was made for a Central American Bureau, (to promote eductional, | 
agricultural, and commercial interests) and for a Central American Court 
of Justice. The latter was inaugurated at Cartago in Costa Rica in 1908. 
It was comnosed of five judges from each state and was to have jurisdic- 
tion over controversies concerning which the resnective chancelleries 
could not agree. It was to consider disputes submitted by co..1.0n consent 
of the contracting governments as well as cases submitted by s»ecial 
&@greement between a contracting state and a foreign state. In the con- 
vention supplementary to the general treaty of neace and amity the con- 
tracting republics agreed tiat tne contracting governments should not 
recognize any other government that might "come into power in any of the 
five republics in consequence of a coup d'etat or of a revolution against 
the recognized government so long as the representatives of tiie people { 
freely elected had not recegnized that nation in a constitutional manner! 

This article embcdied to a considerable extent the doctrine advanced by 

an Ecuadorian dinlomat Tabor what the American Republics had the right to ' 
intervene in the internal dissensions of the reputlics of tiie continent. 
: In 1909 in order to maintain the conventions of 1907 the United 

States of Anerica sent warships to Central America when a dispute had 

arisen between Nicaragua and Salvador. In October 1910 an agreement was 
reached between Nicaragua and tae United States which provided for a con- 
stitutional convention that was to elect the ti.en provisional president 

as president. This agreement also provided that Nicaragua should take 

steps to rehabilitate ner finances. In 1911 the Nicaraguan ‘Jixed Claims 
Comnission was established comnosed of one Nicaraguan and two citizens of 
the United States and a Costa Rican judge designated by the State Depart- 

ment at Washinzton. | 
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In 1914 a treaty was signed between the United States and 
Nicaragua by which the former egreed to pay Nicaragua three million 
dollars the expenditure of which it was to supervise. In return, the 
United States were granted the exclusive rignt to construct and main- 
tain an interoceanic canal across Nicaragua and were ceded a lease of 
Great and Little Corn Islands, near the eastern terminus of the Panama 
Cenal. In view of objections raised by Costa Rica, Nonduras and 
Salvador when ratifying in 1916 the United States Senate acopted a 
declaration that no provision therein was intended to affect any 
existing rights of these states. 

In recent years, the United States Government has pursued a 
policy of interposition towards Central America and the Dominican 
Republic which is not in accordance with the commonly accepted principle 
of the equality of States. Further interpretations of the Monroe 
Doctrine led the United States of America to place on record in 1912 
their opposition to the acquisition of a Naval Station upon the coast 
of Hispanic-America by an Asiatic Power. The Huerta episode in Mexico 
in 1913 involved the United States in a forceful application of the 
doctrine with regard to the recognition of a government which had come 
into existence as a result of a revolution. The policy of fiscal 
intervention in Central America is yet a further corollary of the 
Doctrine.

The French Senate Elections. 

The complete results of the French Senatorial Elections of 108 
seats heid on 9th January shewed that the Socialist Party have been the 
most successful having augmented their seats from 2 to 10. In the 
elections 4. Millerand, who stood as an Independent candidate in the 
Seine Department, was defeated, while M. Pierre Laval, an Independent 
Socialist was returned. 

The Senatorial elections are triennial and relate to 13 of the 
Seats in the High Assembly regulated by the alphabetical order of the 
names of the Departments. In the present elections the Senators were 
chosen from Devartments beginning with "Orne" and terminating with 
"Yonne". The Electoral College consists of Deputies of the Depart- 
ment, the Conseillers Generaux, Conseillers d'Arrondissement and a 
body of delegates chosen by the Municipal Councils from the electors 
of their communes and ranging from 1 to 24 Delegates according to their 
importance - Paris having, exceptionally, 36. 

The contest was between the Poincare-Briand policy of the Union 
National and the policy of the new Cartel who have made an alliance 
with the Communists, to whom they owe their present successes. The 
Cartel bases its hone of a Government overthrow on the distress and 
unemployment which is the outcome of the appreciation of the Franc, and 
on the heavy taxation which was necessary to effect this. 

Parliament met for the new Session on 12th January 1927. The new 
President was elected on 14th January, when the choice fell on M. 
me had held the office of Minister of Finance in the early part

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The Pranco-Runanian Treaty. ik Tg ; ; : 
, The text of the 3ranco-Rumanian Treaty, which was si,,.ned on 10th 
June 1926 was vublished in Paris on January 19th. The treaty consists 
of three instruments, a Treaty of Alliance and noun-ageression, a Pro- 
tocol additiénal to that Treaty and a Convention providing for the 
reference of disputes to arbitration. The Treaty of Alliance has nine 
Articies. It is to remain in force for ten years, and may be renewed 
on notice given at the end of the nintn year. ’ 
Both parties undertake reciprocally to have no recourse to attack 
or intervention against one another or to war in any case. This pro- iT 
vision does not apply to an action undertaken by the application of e 
Article 16 of the Covenant of the League of Nations, or to an action 
undertaken in consequence of a decision of the League Assembly or & 
Council or by the application of Article 15, section 7, of the Coven- 
ant of the League. 
The two Governments undertake to examine in conmon with reser- 
vations in the possible event of resolutions of the Council and Assembly 
of the League such questions as may threaten their external security or 
the order established by the Treaties of wich tiiey are signatories. 
In the case of an unprovoked attack on either country, tlhe two 
Governments will consult without delay on their respedtive action to 
be exercised witiin the framework of the Covenant of tine League. 
Nothing in the Treaty is to be interpreted in contradiction to the 
stinulations of treaties already in force signed by either Government 
which concern its nolicy in Europe. Botn Governments undertake to 
exchange views and to co-ordinate their pacific efforts on questions of 
Euronean policy, and will communicate to each other treaties on the 
game subject which either may make with other powers. There are express 
stipulations that the Treaty will not be interpreted in contradictions to 
the obligations ani rights of the two Governments under the League 
Covenant, and that the treaty shall be registered at the League of y 
Nations. There are no military clauses. 
The German Cabinet Crisis. 
Herr Curtius' (People's Party) attempt to form a Government broke 
down on 14th Jany. owing to the refusal of the Centre Party to cooperate 
with the Nationalists on the ground that they could not rely upon the 
Nationalists to follow the Marx-Stresemann foreign policy. The President 
then asked Herr Marx the acting Chancellor to sound the leaders of the 
various political parties with the object of forming Coalition of the 
Middle Parties relying upon support from either the Nationalists or the 
Socialists. The difficulties of this project were double edged for, on 
the one side, the Socialists while stating that they were not opposed 
in vrinciple to such a coalition are resolutely opposed to tiie inclusion 
in a Cabinet of the Reichswehr Minister Herr Gessler. Further the Peoples 
Party are against any alliance with the Socialistson grounds of the 8- 
Hour Bill. On the other hand the expressed resdiution of the Centre Part; 
not to join a Government including the Nationalists, and the determination 
of the Nationalists (according to Count Westarp) not to tolerate a coel- 
tion of the Middle Parties & insisting that the price of their support 
of any Government must be the inclusion of Nationalist Ministers in the 
Cabinet. The Latest move appears to be an attemnt to reconcile the 
differences of the Centre Party & the Nationalists, and to form a Govern- 
ment on the basis of a majority of the bourgeois parties.
